PURPOSETo inhibit the dubbing of an 
unrecorded part of a long time at the dubbing 
side by traversing rapidly a tape at the 
reproduction side in case an unrecorded part 
of a fixed time is detected at the reproduction 
side in a dubbing mode and at the same time 
rewinding the tape by a prescribed amount at 
the recording side through a tape recorder 
containing a revolution detector. 
CONSTITUTIONS unrecorded part is 
detected in a dubbing mode via a reproduction 
amplifier 7 and a signal detector 10 and a fixed 
time, e.g., 10sec, etc. set by a timer 11 
passed. Then a microcomputer 2 sets a tape 
recorder of the reproduction side under a rapid 
traverse mode via a mechanism drive circuit 5. 
At the same time, a mechanism drive circuit 6 
is controlled by the computer 2 to rewind the 
tape recorder of the recording side which 
contains the revolution detectors like a wind 
frame revolution detector 13, a counter 12, etc. 
by an amount equivalent to the unrecorded 
part. Thus the unrecorded part of a long time is 
not dubbed at the dubbing side and only the 
recorded part is dubbed easily. 
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
